GERMAN REFORMATION

We can no longer dig up much en-
thuslasm over “concessions” made by
the Germwan governmeut, Our diplo-
matie experlence of the last few
nionths has tdught us to be cautious
in our ecstasics. When L comes to
the Kaiser yielding anything substan-
tial to law snd humanity and the ful-
fillment of treatly obligations, most
Americans have definitely taken wup
thelr residence in Missourl. ‘They
don't care to wagte<any more emo-
tlons over  this dip_l'pq'pnlic game,
When they are convinced by deeds
thut Germany meang what she says
about her naval reforms, or means
wha! Ambassador Bernstorfl says she
says, then they may relax their cyni-
cal ‘show me" attitude and glve back
to Cermany the frank confldence due
an honorable nation.

It must be admitted, however, that
the reorganization of the German
naval stafll leoks very much like evl-
dence of a” real change of heart in
Herlin, Admiral von Tirpltz appeara
to have shelved, along with the policy
of nssassination for which he stands.
The Dblood-and-iron  doctrine of
“frightfulness” semes to be repudiat-
ed. Strict orders are sald to have been
Issued to submarine commanders to
return to legal  juethods of warfare,
recognizing their obligntion to re-
tpect neutral shipping, to' glve all
noncombatants a chance for ‘lheir
lives, and not to destroy any vorasel
ol commerce except after due warn-
ing or for just cause. Assurances,
too, have been sent to Waslhington
tending to corroborate this reputed
change of pollcy.

We shall see. If, for a reasonable
perlod, no wpre Mners are attacked,
no more Amerlean merchantiien are
blown up and no more cltizens aure
torpedoed! und if reparsgion Is actual-
Iy made, or pledged heyond possibil-
Ity of hedging, for the American lives
and property destroyed unlawfully
by German submarines, we shall then
begin look upon Cérmany as n
respogiible and civilized neighbor
worthy of renewed business and so-
cial relations.
